Unfortunately, the professing believer of our age labels 
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what we are supposed to suffer for Christ as curses. 
We rather see those things we are expected to run 
away from as blessings. I believe the Lord is calling the 
church of today to see, and ask for the ancient paths as 
recorded in the book of Acts. 

Its been said that, Men who have been used of God in 
any generation from Calvary down to this hour have 
not invented and preached new truths. They have 
simply had the anointed vision to discover truths that 
had been obscured by the overemphasis of certain 
other truths. 

This book (which is first in the spiritual awakening

series) serves as a compass for the 21 century 
believer to identify his state and know the way forward 
to true Biblical revival. It therefore serves as a general 
introduction to these series. 
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CHAPTER ONE

The Lord showed the people of Israel the way forward 
and their task was to seek Him. They were also to ask 
for the ancient paths which their fathers took in order for 
them to have the peace they greatly needed. Rather 
than heed this advice, the Israelites trampled this 
message from God underfoot by blatantly refusing to 
follow God’s prescriptions. The outcome is evident in 
the scripture above. 

The church today is asking questions as to why we are 
not able to experience God the way our fathers did? 
God is always sounding it clear that, we should follow 
the path the people of old took and the result will be 
what they experienced. Scriptures reveal to us, we are 
not to remove the ancient landmarks which our fathers 
set; 
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"'Don't move the ancient boundary stone, whichyour 
fathers have set up. " Proverbs ZZZS 

There is a standard set (in the past) by our fathers and 
we have to continue to uphold it. We will only 
experience the glory of God in a measure (as) they did, 
and even beyond, if we also uphold such standards. 
How can we identify the ancient paths, so we can also 
take that course? 

If we want to identify the ancient paths, we need to 
critically examine the life of our Lord and savior Jesus 
Christ. Further, we have to study the life of the Apostles 
and Prophets as well as the early disciples who God 
used to manifest His glory. It is the example set by our 
Lord and the Apostles which I will endeavor to throw 
light on. We as Christians ought to walk as our master 
Jesus Christ (walked);

The Apostles and early believers followed His steps, 
and it resulted in them going through what they suffered 
as He promised. Why then seek a shortcut in your 
Christian journey which in truth is not just a shortcut, but 
the route of the devil. Christ promised, we will be hated 
by the world;

Paul also reiterated this truth to Timothy and 
contemporary believers; 

"yes, andahf who desire to fiveyod(y in Christ Jesus

Why then is the professing believer these days shying 
away from what the Apostles and early disciples went 
through? It is clear, if we take the path they took we will 
also suffer what they suffered no matter the form it 
takes. This also means it will ultimately lead to the 
manifestation of God's power in our lives. After all, we 
are supposed to have a common faith; 


“One Hard, one faith, one baptism, "TzphesiansJ+y 

"Uefoved, whihe J was very eayer to write toyou about 
our common salvation, J was constrained to write to

This common faith was the faith of the son of God, 
which we are also supposed to replicate in our days. 
Unfortunately, the professing believer of our age labels 
what we are supposed to suffer for Christ as curses. 
They rather see those things they are supposed to run 
away from as blessings. I believe the Lord is calling the 
church of today (which is largely Laodicean) to see, and 
ask for the ancient paths as recorded primarily in the 
book of Acts. This is how the church in Laodicea looked 
like in the book of Revelation; 


. .0 know your works, that you are neither coldnor 
hot. 9 wish you were cofdor hot. So, becauseyou are 
lukewarm, andneither hot nor cofd, 9 wiffvomit you 
out of my mouth, because you say, '9 am rich, and 
have yotten riches, and have need of nothingand 
don’t know that you are the wretchedone, miser ah he, 
poor, hfind,andnaked..." < R$ve(ationyA2i~ZO 
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If we revisit the life of our savior and the Apostles as 
exhibited in the gospels, Acts and beyond, we will also 
experience the glory of God. It is against the back drop 
of the professing believer's backslidden state that the 
ancient paths which our fathers trod should be laid bare 
for the end-time pilgrim to lay hold on. The compass to 
help us find our way is our faith in the son of God, which 
the early disciples had by the spirit of Christ; 

"Butyou are not in the flesh hut in the Spirit, if it is so 
that the Spirit ofQoddwells inyou. But if any man 
doesn't have the Spirit of Christ, he is not his. "

"Simon Beter, a servant andapostle of Jesus Christ, to

I therefore endeavor to throw light on the spirit of Christ 
(thus, His manner of life) and the faith the Apostles and 
early believers had in subsequent chapters. 
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CHAPTER TWO 

THE RIGHT KNOWLEDGE OF GOD 


So many people desire to do the work of God, whereas 
they do not have knowledge about the one they want to 
serve. It is therefore important to note that, our 
knowledge of the God we serve is very vital as far as 
pleasing Him is concerned. We may claim to do His 
work but if we do not know Him, how can we gladden 
His heart? In our pursuit of working with and for God, 
we should bear in mind that knowledge of Him is very 
important as far as pleasing Him is concerned; 


"The Spirit of Tfahweh wifi\rest on him... the spirit 
offnowfedje andif the fear of^ahweh." Osaiah 1i:Z 


We are made to understand that, the spirit of God is 
also the spirit of knowledge. The knowledge of God is 
therefore very important in our walk with Him. With 
regards to salvation, it is significant for one to have the 
right knowledge of salvation. You will recognize, since a 
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lot of people have the wrong knowledge of salvation 
and God, they tend to live anyhow. God so much loved 
the Jews that, He sent John the Baptist to give them the 
right knowledge of salvation. He did this so they would 
not establish their own righteousness as in line with 
Luke 1:77; 

"to give knowledge ofsafvation to his peopfe hij the 
remission of their sins," 

In effect, having the wrong knowledge of God is 
capable of spelling the doom of the professing believer. 
Many do not have the knowledge that, the God of love 
is also a consuming fire. Since many do not have much 
knowledge about the God they serve, they serve Him 
anyhow and as a consequence invite the curse of God 
upon their lives; 

"Cursed he he who does the work of yahweh 
necjlicjenfhj; and cursed he he who keeps hack, his 
swordfrom hhood". Jeremiah 4.8:10 
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Many have fallen from the faith not having the right 
knowledge of God. For one to be able to please God 
and stand firm in these last days, he needs to have the 
knowledge of God as depicted in the scripture below; 

"And;wisdom and knowledge shadhe the stahditg of 
fhu times, andstrength of safvation: the fear of the 
LO^P is his treasure". Osaiah^dj 7<^V 

This presupposes that, knowledge is one of the tools 
needed by the end-time pilgrim to enable him or her 
stand for God. When it comes to wisdom, though it is 
the principal thing, its beginning is the fear of God. 
However, one cannot have the fear of God without 
possessing the knowledge of it. 

Knowledge can be said to be a prefix to most of the 
cardinal truths of the Christian faith. To operate for 
example by faith, you need the knowledge of it, and the 
same applies to love. Christ told His disciples that they 
shall know the truth and the truth shall make them free.

A message to those at the Crossroads | 

If men had known Jesus Christ to be the messiah, they 
would have surrendered to His Lordship. This shows 
why before a man can have saving faith, he must first of 
all be given the knowledge of God's salvation plan. 

It is imperative every professing believer or preacher 
have the right knowledge of God. Without the right 
knowledge, one could perish in ignorance. God had the 
following testimony against His people Israel, for their 
lack of knowledge of Him; 

'"My peopfe are destroyed for hack. of faowfedcje. 
ou have rejectedknowledge, 0 wifi dso 

you, thatyoumay he no priest to me.,. "’Hosea^d 

"Therefore my peopfe yo into captivity for facf of 
fnowfedye.,. "9saiahy:<y 

Since Israel did not possess the right knowledge of 
God, they were unable to please Him. If they really 
knew Him, they would have followed His precepts and 
commands. How will we therefore know without doubt, 
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a person knows God? The answer is identified in the 
scripture below; 

"This is how we know that we know him: if we keep his 

commandments. One who says, "0 hsnow him," and 
doesn't hpep his commandments, is a fiar, and the 
truth isn't in him...ouyht himseffafso to wafhjust fife 
he wahhed." l%hn 2:$~6 

Knowing God therefore goes beyond theoretical 
knowledge into practically obeying His commands. 
Israel therefore did not have the knowledge of God 
because they did not live in obedience, though they had 
the theoretical knowledge of Him. The situation of the 
Israelites is not different from our era, as there are a lot 
of institutions where we can learn about God and not 
live in obedience to Him. Due to this, many people do 
not know God and always tend to profane the holy 
things of God, thus inverting the truth. Christ told His 
disciples ahead of time about how men will persecute 
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them and think they are doing God a service; 


"'When they didn't find them, they drayyed Cason 
and certain brothers before the rubers of the city, 
cryiny, These who have turned the worbd upside 
down have come hereabso,"Acts 1J:6 


From the above scripture we get to understand that, 
men who were depraved of truth began to misrepresent 
things. In the case of the disciples in Acts, the people 
thought they had turned the world upside down, though 
in the true sense it was upside down and they came to 
make it right. Paul even in his days was known as a 
deceiver although he was a proclaimer of the truth; 


"by ybory and dishonor, by evib report andyood 
report; as deceivers, andyettrue; "z Corinthians 6:8 


In this end-time it is not uncommon to hear men 
misrepresent the truth. Some in their ignorance rather 
call those who are true, false. To know those who are 
true, you realize their life is in progressive consonance 
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with the life of Christ; 

"fe who says fie remains in fim ouyft fimseff also to 
waff just fife fe waffed "ifjofn zd 

Their doctrine is also in line with godliness. Daniel 
foresaw there was coming a time when there would be 
so much deception such that only those who 
possessed the right knowledge of God could prevail; 

",,, fut tfe peopfe wfo know tfeir Gjod sfaff fe 
strony, and r Io [efforts] "UaniefW:$Z 

Peter also added knowledge to one of the virtues which 
will make us established in God, so we will not fall away 
from the faith; 


"yes, andfor tfis very cause addiny on your part a ff 
difiyence, inyourfaitfsuppfy morafyceffence; andin 
morafe/ceffence, fnowfedye; " Z IPeteriy 


Many have misconstrued this knowledge to be 
knowledge in general. Though lack of secular 
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knowledge can make us deficient in some areas, it is 
however important for us to know that God is more 
concerned about our souls. For this reason, He is 
concerned about us possessing the right kind of 
knowledge of Him, which will preserve our souls. One 
may have all the academic and technological 
knowledge and still go to hell. Another may or may not 
possess these kinds of knowledge, but with the right 
knowledge of God, will be able to please Him and 
eventually enter heaven. Thus, having secular 
knowledge could be beneficial in one way or the other 
as we sojourn in this world. 

Warren W. Wiersbe has the following to say in 
connection with this subject matter in that, “In some 
respects, the world is getting better. I thank God for the 
advances in medicine, transportation, and 
communication. I can speak to more people in one 
radio program than the Apostles preached to in their 
entire lifetimes. I can write books that can be spread 
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abroad and even translated into different languages. In 
areas of scientific achievement, the world has made 
great progress. But the human heart is still wicked, and 
all of our improvements in means have not improved 
our lives. Medical science enables people to live longer, 
but there is no guarantee they will live better. Modern 
means of communication only enable lies to travel 
faster! And jet planes enable us to get to places faster, 
but we do not have better places to go. Man unlocks the 
secrets of the universe, but he does not know what to 
do with them. Almost everything he discovers or 
devises turns against him.” In simple terms, Henry 
David Thoreau warned that we had "improved means to 
unimproved ends.” 

In the life of Jesus we realise that right from His infancy, 
He knew the father and consequently knew what He 
was about. When His parents were not happy with Him 
for not following them after the sacrifice at Jerusalem 
back home, He made it known to them His focus in life; 
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"Me said to them, "'Why were you fookjny for me? 
didn't you know that 9 must he in my 'Father's 
house?" dufe 2: 


If many of us know about God's business, don't you 
think it will translate into us pursuing the agenda of our 
father in heaven? We will therefore get ourselves 
engrossed in the kingdom work directly or indirectly. 
This will save us from being busy with so many things 
which may not profit. By so doing we will know the most 
needful thing is the knowledge of the one we claim to 
serve, as Christ told Martha; 


"hut one thiny is needed. "Mary has chosen theyoo 
part, which wihf not he taken away from her. 
fluke iO; 42 


d 


Christ, having the knowledge of God's will, knew it was 
His death on the cross which was going to bring about 
the redemption of mankind. When He met the woman 
at the well, He made it clear to her the Samaritans did 
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not have the right kind of knowledge of God and His 
salvation plan; 

"Vou worship that which you don't know. 'We 
worship that which we know; for safvation is from the 
Jews." 0'o hn 4:ZZ 


Jesus knew the salvation of God was first for the Jews, 
and then to the gentiles. Because of the deep 
knowledge Christ had of the father, He knew as stated 
earlier, it was His death on the cross which was going to 
reveal the glory of God. Since Peter did not have this 
knowledge, he rather pulled Him aside and rebuked 
Him; 


"'Peter took him aside, and hecjan to rehufe him, 
sayiny, llr Far he it fromyou, Hard! This willnever he 
done toyou,.,Jvtatthewi6:ZZ~Z3 


What greatly aided Jesus in accomplishing His mission 
on earth was the knowledge He possessed. He 
confessed that whatever He saw the father do, was 
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what He did. In effect whatever He did, was by the 
knowledge of what the father was doing. Scripture 
records, He knew what to do at any given time; 

"This fie sard to test fim, for fe himselfknew wfatfe 
would do. "John 6:6 

Paul knew the vital role the knowledge of God plays in a 
man's life and therefore always pursued it; 

"tfat 0 may know fim, and the power of his 
resurrection, and the fellowship of his sufferings, 
becoming conformedto his death; "IPhilppians^iO 

Due to the depth of knowledge he had about God, he 
could boldly declare; 

"for this cause 0 also suffer these things, yet Oam not 
ashamed, for 0 know him whom 0 have believed, and 
0 am persuaded that he is able to guard that which 
0 have committed to him against that dag." 

2 Timothg 1:i2 
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The knowledge he had of Him caused him to see what 
other mortals could not see. This made his faith in God 
an unwavering one, knowing all things worked together 
for his good. Though things could not seem pleasant, 
he knew they were all for the glory of God; 

iryoo 

those who hove Qod, to those who are calledaccording 
to his purpose." Romans 8:28 

Many men do not see the essence of suffering for the 
sake of Christ as a truth in itself. Paul however knew 
what Christ knew in this regard, as God is glorified in 
our suffering for His sake. This is a kind of knowledge of 
God which has eluded so many people as did the devil; 

"'Which none of the rufers of this world has known. 

'for had they known it, they wouldn ‘t have crucified 
the dor dofy lory." 1 Corinthians 2:8 



"'We know that allfhinys worftoy ether f 
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These days so many professing believers have 
misrepresented suffering for Christ, not knowing it is 
one of the tools God uses to perfect His saints in order 
to reveal His glory; 


"tfiat tfie proof of your faith, which is more precious 

thancjofdth atperishes even thouyh it is testedfu fire, 

may he foundto mu ft in praise, yfory, andhonor at 
the revefation of Jesus Christ"i Peter 


This misrepresentation is largely attributed to the 
shallow knowledge many have of God. God is capable 
of manifesting His glory in anything on this earth no 
matter how we see it, be it bad or good; 


"Pfessedhe hisyforious name forever! Ret the whofe 
earth he fiffed with his yfory! Amen and amen" 
PsafmJZig 


When men have a deep knowledge of God, it will affect 
the way they view circumstances. There are times one 
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goes through an uncomfortable situation and is 
tempted to lose faith in God, but if only there is the right 
kind of knowledge, we will even glorify and praise God 
in whatever situation we find ourselves. God is 
therefore committed in this end-time to use men who 
have the right kind of knowledge of Him. In this end- 
time He is revealing Himself to those who are willing to 
make Him known to all men. If we continue to pray, He 
will give us Pastors who know Him; 


"and0 wifhyiveyoushepherds according to my heart, 
who shad feed you with fnowhedye and 
understandny." Jeremiah 
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NOT MY WILL, BUT YOURS BE DONE 


God is the creator of everything which exists on the 
face of this earth, for His own pleasure and reasons 
best known to Him; 


",, .for you created aff things, and because of your 

desire tfiey existed, andwere created!" %evefation 4 --// 


He made man to understand, all He created was very 
good. However, He gave the following command to 
man in the garden of Eden; 


"yafiwefi Cjod commanded tfie man, sayiny, "Of 
every tree oft fieyardenyou may freefy eat;fut oftfe 
tree oftfie fnowfedye ofyoodandevif, you sfaffnot 
eat of it;..." genesis 


Though He said all He created was good, why then did 
He instruct man not to eat of the tree of knowledge of 
good and of evil? There is no doubt He had good 
reasons why He gave such a command. Definitely, He 
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would have made known to man the reason for such a 
command in due time. As we all know, man disobeyed 
and the consequence of his disobedience is evident to 
us all. 

We are therefore supposed to learn from it so that, we 
will not repeat the same error. Though we are 
surrounded by a lot of things which really look 
appealing to the eyes, we are supposed to know all of 
them will certainly not lead to our ultimate good and that 
of others. However, those things may exist to reveal a 
purpose which is best known to God. This is why Paul 
gave an advice to the Corinthian church as follows; 

"All things are lawful]for me," hut not all things are 
profitable. ''Allthings are lawfulfor me," hut not all 
things huilclup. "l Corinthians 10:23 

We may have the freedom to make our choices but we 
should however be cautioned, there is the probability 
that, our will can cause our spiritual death if not aligned 
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with the will of God. The scriptures we have are all 
inspired by God and were written for our spiritual well¬ 
being; 


"Every writiny inspired hy Gjod {literally, Gjod- 
breaded} Os profitable for teaching, for reproof for 
correction, and for instruction which is in 
Z Timothy $:l6

If we do not divide the scriptures rightly, there is the 
tendency the same sword we have in our hand can be 
used to commit 'spiritual suicide'.

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Sometimes after reading worldly or secular materials 
we tend to imbibe every minute detail of them into our 
spirit. This practice is not wholesome for our spiritual 
prosperity. Some men fell out of the faith because they 
were not discerning and that is why we need to heed 
the advice Paul gave to the church in Thessalonica; 

"Testaffthings, and 
{ ThessafoniansJ:Zi 

In the Corinthian church, there were believers who 
grew weak spiritually and some even died as a result of 
behaving anyhow. The communion which is the very 
bed rock of our Christian faith, was the same 
communion which killed and weakened some of them. 
Why? Because they ate it anyhow, a behavior Paul said 
was not in line with discerning the body of Christ; 

"’Tor he who eats anddrinfs in an unworthvj manner 
eats anddrinfjjudgment to fiimseff, if fie doesn't 
discern tfe Lords hodij. "l Corinthians 


fofdfrmhj that 


which isjood" 
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In their case, some came early and never had the 
patience to wait for others to come in order for them to 
share fellowship together. Others also did not want to 
eat it together with some particular group of people and 
there was division amongst them. What point am I 
trying to make here? Based on our attitudes, we can 
use what God has blessed and it will become a curse in 
our lives if not properly discerned. Going back to the 
Garden of Eden, Adam and Eve were deceived by the 
devil to eat the fruit of the tree of knowledge of good and 
of evil. This resulted in them dying spiritually (thus, 
were alienated from God in spirit). This spiritual death 
came as a direct result of their disobedience. 

In the same way there are times God gives us specific 
instructions not to do certain things, but we disobey 
Him. This happens after the devil comes in to deceive 
us and we start to rationalize the commands of God for 
our selfish reasons. Jesus warned us about 
blaspheming against the Holy Spirit in Mark 3:28-29; 
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",,. Hut whoever may hhaspheme ayainst the Odofy 
Spirit never has forgiveness, hutisyuihty of an eternah

Many Bible scholars view this sin as rejecting the 
gospel as the Holy Spirit convicts a person. Others see 
it as a falsification of the works of the Holy Spirit with 
that of the devil, and vice versa. However, there is 
another sin which is known as a sin which leads to 
death; 


"Ofany one sees his brother sinniny a sin notfeadiny to 
death, he shadash, andGjodwidyive him fife for those 
who sin not feadiny to death.,." i0ohny>:i6~ij 


Notice from the scripture that we have a sin, not the sin. 
This tells us that it is indefinite and as such could be a 
sin committed by an individual (a thought of Professor 
Zacharias Tanee Fomum which I agree with). It could 
be, according to the mystery and command of God 
concerning a particular person's life, a certain sin is not 
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supposed to be committed. However, let us bear in 
mind that every unrighteousness is sin, and will be 
punished if not repented of and forsaken. Let us look at 
the example of Saul in this scripture: 


"Nowjo andstrike ftmafef andutterfj destroj ad 
that they have, and don't spare them; hut hjd hath 
man andwoman, infant andsuchfiny, op and sheep, 
camefanddonfej... Samuefsaidto Saul, 0 widnot 
return with jou; for jou have rejected the word of 
yahweh, and yahweh has rejected jou from heinj 
hjnj over Osraef.., Samuefcame no more to see Sauf 
unfit the day of his death; for Samuef mournedfor 
Saut and yahweh jrieved that he had made Sauf 
fjny over Osraef "i Samuef1J:$, 


In this case, God gave Saul a specific assignment not 
to spare anything in the land of the Amalekites as he 
goes to war against them. Remember it was an 
instruction issued out to him alone and not the entire 
nation, (though it could be argued that he received 
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those instructions as being the leader of Israel). The 
point I am however emphasizing is, so many people 
have committed certain sins against God which were in 
direct contravention with an instruction they received 
from God. Such instructions may not be given to 
everyone. 

Due to this, some have died prematurely and others 
lost their spiritual position with God. All disobedience 
normally comes about when we refuse to yield our will 
to God. The basic concept we ought to grasp as 
Christians is, if we do not surrender our will totally to 
Christ, there is the possibility that we will commit sin. 
Christ made it clear to us that, we have to abandon our 
will for His in order to be His disciples; 

"'Hesaidtom, "Ofanyone desires to come after me, fef 
him deny himseff, take up his cross, andfoffow me. " 

flukey.23 
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In effect what Christ was teaching was, we don't have 
to continue to live for ourselves after we claim we have 
given our lives to Him. We are supposed to now live for 
Him and not for ourselves. If we still live for ourselves 
then in the first place we have not given our lives to 
Him. This is what Paul meant when he wrote to the 
church at Corinth; 

"'Jde diedfor a((, that dose who five shouhdno fonder 
five to themsehves, (out to him who for their safes died 

mdrose again , " Z Corinthians 

There was no way our redemption could be purchased 
if Christ had not obeyed the will of God. He plainly 
declared, His desire was to do the will of God; 

“Then 0 said, 'Hehofd, 0 fiave come (in the scroffof 
the hoof it is written of me] to doyour wi((, 0 Cjod" 
r MehrewsiO: r J 

Even before His death on the cross, which served as 
the foundation for the New Covenant, He had to battle 
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with the will of God. Thanks be to God the will of God 
prevailed at long last; 

"Aya in, a second time fie went away, andprayed, 
sayiny, “Jvty 'Father, if this cup can'tpass away from 
me unfess 0 drinf it, your desire he done... Fte heft 
them ayain, went away, and prayed a third time, 
sayiny the same words ." JvtatthewZh^Z, 44 

To be fruitful, there are always times we battle with the 
will of God for our lives. This is natural as we humans in 
our fallen Adamic state are predisposed to following our 
own will in rebellion against God. When we are born 
again, the Holy Spirit comes to help us yield our will to 
the will of God if only we corporate with Him. We should 
therefore pray that no matter the battle between our will 
and that of God, in the final analysis God's own should 
prevail. By this it can be said that we are living by the 
faith of the son of God. 
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It is the will of God for our lives that our souls remain in 
the state of sanctification; 

"Tor this is the wiffcofGjocl:your sanctification, that you 
abstain fromsepuahimmorahity "l Thessahonians 4.3 

But how can this be possible if we still live by our will. 
Paul wrote to the church in Ephesus making it known 
unto them that, his soul was secured in eternity. He had 
this assurance because he had completely abandoned 
his soul into the hands of God; 


"Tor this cause 0 also suffer these things, yet Oam not 
ashamed, for 0 fnow him whom 0 have hehieved, and0 
am persuadedthat he is ah he toguardthat which 0 have 
committed to him against that dag." 2 Timothy 1:12 


How on earth can a soul abandoned in the hands of 
God be lost? Men are only insecure about their end 
simply because they have not yet abandoned their will 
into God's hands in order to take His. Paul after he had 
released his will into the bosom of God, was no longer 
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living for himself. He was bold to declare that, he was 
living a crucified life; 

"9 have been crucifiedwith Christ, andHis no fonyer 9 

that five, hut Christ frying in me. That fife which 9 now 

hive in the fhesh, 9 hive hy faith in the Son ofGiod, who 

hovedme, an dyave himsehfup for me, " Cjamims 2:20 

For our souls to be secured unto eternity, we need to 
seriously consider the choices we make as to whether 
they are in line with God's will for us or not. We are not 
to use our will to make choices based on selfish 
reasons. It is the will of God that our souls be secured 
eternally. Jesus underscored this fact when He prayed 
to the father in the following fashion; 


"'While 9 was with them in the world, 9 hpptthem in 
your name. Those whom you have yiven me 9 have 
hept None of them is host, except theson of destruction, 
that the Scripture miyhthefuhfiffed. "9ohn ij:i2 
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When Jesus knew ahead of time that, Peter was going 
to deny Him, He prayed for him to secure him from 
falling from the faith; 

"(out 0 prayed for you, that your faith wouldn't 
fail,,."du(e22.:3Z 

Remember I made an earlier submission to the intent 
that, if we want to save our lives we will lose it. Peter in 
his bid to save his life nearly lost it if not for the prayers 
Jesus made for him. When we follow the will of God for 
our lives, our outward man may perish whiles the 
inward man is being renewed; 

"Therefore we don't faint, hut thouyh our outward 
man is decayiny,yet our inwardman is renewedday 
hyday."2 Corinthians 4:l6 

If we understand our will is capable of either leading us 
to life or death, then we will make choices based on 
God's will for our lives. When we make our mind not to 
gratify the desires of the flesh, invariably we will be 
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inclined to properly divide the word of truth to God's 
glory. 
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I would like to make it known that, pride is a sin which 
(if) not dealt with drastically, can land one into hell. 
Pride is one of the sins God hates most. God hates it so 
much that, He has declared in His word, He will resist 
the proud; 

"These sip thinys doth the T.01TP hate:yea, seven are 
an abomination unto him: A proud fooh, a fyiny 
toncjue, and hands that shed innocent hhood," 
Troverhs 6:i6~<J 7TJV 

it says, 

resists the proud, hutyives yrace to the humhhe." 
James 4:6 

It will do as much good if we gain an appreciation of 
what pride is all about, and its Genesis. Pride may 
come in various forms. The fact that we may not be 
aware of certain things in our lives which constitute

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pride before God, does not change anything. We will 
therefore not be exonerated from its devastating 
consequences. Pride first surfaced in the life of Lucifer, 
who later on became known as Satan. The scripture 
below gives us an idea as to how pride manifested in 
Lucifer; 


"(dowyou have fatten from heaven, morniny star, son 
of the dawn! tttovjyou are cut down to the y round, 
who (aidthe nations (ow! you said in your heart, "9 
wittascendinto heaven! 9 wittepaftmy throne above 
the stars of Qod! 9 witt sit on the mountain of 
assembly, in the far north! 9 witt ascend above the 
heiyhts of the cfouds! 9 wittmahe myself fife the JAost 
Tdicjh! yet you shallhe hrouyht down to Sheol, to the

Lucifer tried to put himself at the center stage, and this 
was a direct attempt to overthrow the government and 
principles of the Almighty God. This should therefore 
sound an alarm to all of us. Whenever we put ourselves 
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at the center stage in people's lives, then we are 
indirectly overthrowing the government of God in their 
hearts. God is supposed to be the Lord of people's 
lives. We on the other hand are expected to labour to 
place God first in people's lives; 

"Hooking to Jesus, the author and perfecter of 

faith,..." Hebrews <Z:Z 

These days some men make others to believe if they 
are not around, there is no way they can grow into 
Christian maturity. Their duty however is to help men 
know how to be connected to God and to share 
fellowship with His son. Paul knew this when he said; 


"So then, my hehoved, even as you have always 
obeyed, notonhy in my presence, hut now much more 
in my absence,..."Uhihippians ZjiZ 


The leaders in the church are to help people fellowship 
with the father and the son. If this is not so, people will 
not have a consciousness of God, but will have one for 
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the pastor. This is clear when men do not fear God and 
for this reason can sin anywhere and anyhow but at the 
sight of the pastor they hypocritically begin to behave 
piously. The question you ask yourself is why are they 
not conscious of the Holy Spirit as He is supposed to be 
closer to them than their pastor? Is it possible they do 
not have Him in their lives? Paul knew there is the 
tendency for man to live in self-deception. This is why 
he cautioned us to work out our own salvation; 

, work, out your own safvation with fear and 
tremhfiny."1PhifippiansZ:iZ 

At the sight of this scripture, doesn't it suggest you can 
do things by yourself? But wait a minute, Paul 
continues to say; 

"dor His Qod who works in you hath to wiff and to 
worf forhisyoodpfeasure." r PhifippiansZ:'t3 

In effect, you and I can do all things through Christ, who 
strengthens us. We are to understand he is not 
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teaching us to be self-sufficient in living to please God, 
but to live by the grace of God; 

appeared, bringing 
'Salvation to admen..." Titus Z;«~<Z 

In the above scripture he is teaching us to depend on 
the grace of God, so that we can be empowered to live 
holy lives. God must be served in His way and not ours. 
The way we choose to serve God may seem right to us 
but in the end will lead us to destruction; 

"There is a wag which seems right to a man, hut in the 
endit leads to death." Trover hs l6:Z^ 

This is the error most men have found themselves in 
and are leading others into. We must not try to serve 
God our own way by not depending on the grace of 
God. If we do, then we are establishing our own 
righteousness which is not by faith in Christ Jesus. 


"Tor the grace of Gjod has 
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Living by the faith of the son of God is simply following 
the lifestyle of Jesus Christ. His life was a selfless 
devotion or sacrifice for man to be redeemed. Due to 
our sins, He left His throne above and came down to die 
a degrading death just to purchase our redemption; 

"’Have this in your mind, which was a ho in Christ 
Jesus, who, epstiny in the form ofCjod, didn 'f consider 

emptied 

himself, tahjny the form of a servant, heincj made in 
the fineness of men. Andheiny foundin human form, 
he humhfedhimseff, hecominy obedient to death, yes, 
the death of the cross." IP hi hip pians 2jJ ~B 

It is clear for our sakes He had to deny Himself all that 
was dear to Him. He subsequently enjoined His 
disciples to do likewise; 



"A new commandment 9cjive to you, that you hove 
one another,just fife 9 have (ovedyou; that you afso 
hove one another. "John 0/34 
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"liefoved, ifCjodlovedius in tfiis way, we a(so ouyhtto 
(ove one another. "iOohnJ±:i{ 

And we know the kind of love Christ demonstrated 
towards us is disinterested benevolence; 

",., Hut Cjod commends his own hove toward us, in 

that whihe we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 

" RomansJ:J~8 

Because of His unconditional love, He had to bear our 
iniquities though He Himself committed no sin;“For Him 
who knew no sin He made to be sin on our behalf; so 
that in Him we might become the righteousness of 
God.” 2 Corinthians 5:21 

Therefore in operating by the faith of the son of God, 
which the Apostles did (notably Paul), we realize from 
their lives that, they did not live for themselves; 

"7-fe diedfor ad, that those who five shouldno lonyer 
five to themselves, hut to him who for their safes died 
androseayain." 2 Corinthians 
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There is no way we can claim to be living by the faith of 
the son of God when we cannot deny ourselves of 
certain rights and privileges for the sake of others. A 
true disciple of Jesus is one who has first of all hated 
himself; 

"Of anyone comes to me, anddoesn't fiate fits own 
fader, mother, wife, children, brothers, andsisters, 
yes, and his own fife also, he can't he my discipfe." 
duke l4:Zh 

If we do not hate ourselves, there is no way we can 
sacrifice for others to gain salvation. Sacrifice is the 
very pivot on which the Christian faith hinges. There is a 
command for us believers to lay down our lives for 
others; 

"'Ey this we know hove, because he hard down his fife for 
us. And we ouyht to fay down our fives for the 

brothers. "iQohn *>:i6 
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Is it possible from the scripture above, most people will 
burn in hell simply because they were unable to obey 
this part of scripture? The issue is, there is no way we 
can sacrifice or lay down our lives for others when we 
are self-centred. These days a lot of people always look 
out for their personal good and not that of the other 
party in their dealings with them. Whenever one even 
wants to part away with something, there are always 
strings attached to it. At the international level, when 
developed countries give aid and grants to developing 
countries, they attach a lot of strings, thereby 
controlling the economies of such nations. This should 
not be the case, as Christ taught us to give 
unconditionally, expecting nothing in return; 

"Hut fove your enemies, and do good, and fend, 

expecting nothing hack and your reward wiff fe 

ou wiffhe children oftfie "Most 'High; for 

fie is findtowardtfe untfanffufmdevil." Hu fe 
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Paul makes us realise we should seek the good of 
others. For example, if you are engaged in buying and 
selling, your motivation should not be to sell your wares 
at exorbitant prices. Seeing that the high cost of goods 
and services (which) is not always in favour of the poor, 
the disciple of Christ is to sell at affordable prices for the 
sake of the poor. God is capable of expanding the 
businesses of His disciples though they don't do it with 
the sole motive of becoming wealthy. I am using the 
scripture below as a principle, and not in context; 

"All thinys are lawful}for me," but not all thinys are 
prof table. "All thinys are lawfulfor me," but not all 
thinys buildup. Aetna one seel bis own, but each one 
bis neighbor'spood, "i Corinthians W:Z 3~24 

There are many Christian business men who do not 
pay their workers well. Some, in their bid to evade 
taxes, intentionally expand infrastructure with their 
revenue and also give a considerable portion of their 
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income and that of their workers as allowances. They 
do these knowing that assets and allowances are non- 
taxable. They know very well these taxes form the 
major internal revenue mobilisation base for the 
running of the economy, but because of selfishness 
they rather choose to amass wealth to themselves 
through crooked means just to be prominent. It is pride 
which motivates so many to love the pre-eminence 
over others; 

"9 wrote to the assembly, hut Uiotrephes, who foves to 
them, doesn't accept what we say," 

3 9ohng 

There are so many in the church of God these days who 
love the pre-eminence over others. This, as we can see 
from the above scripture, was greatly frowned upon by 
the Apostles. There are some who believe they are 
specially gifted and without them certain things cannot 
go on in the church of God. One truth stands in this 
case, thus we are not all the same, as all fingers are not 


he first among 
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equal, but all are equally important and very much 
needed for the smooth running of the body. This show 
and desire of pre-eminence is shown in the titles we 
want to bear, displays on posters and banners, choice 
of name for ministries etc. When we indeed possess 
and operate by the faith of the son of God, we will 
labour as it lies within our power not to be known; 

" r For no one does any dine/ in secret, andfiimseffseefe 



Though Christ did not exalt Himself nor sought glory 
and applause from men, it is however important to note, 
God highly exalted Him; 
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Christians are not to be oblivious of their roles as royal 
priests; 

"Butyou are a chosen race, a royalpriesthood.,." 
iBeterzy 

In the Old Testament, the priests were given the task of 
performing sacrifices and offering of prayers on behalf 
of the people. When we contrast their duties with ours, 
you realize ours takes a different form. We ought to 
emulate the example of our great high priest who is 
Jesus Christ. This is by living a sacrificial life and 
making prayers and intercessions for others; 

'Who is he who condemns? Of is Christ who died, yes 
rather, who was raisedfrom the dead, who is at the 
riyht hand of Gjod, who afso mah.es intercession for 
us." Romans &34 

From Paul's letter to Timothy, we will deduce we are to 
lay the burden of others and that of our nation first on 
our priority list. There is no way we can perform our 
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intercessory role if we are self-centred. These days 
when prayer meetings are being organised, they are 
normally for the purpose of personal breakthroughs 
and not to intercede for others. We are however 
supposed to be vessels meant to offer prayers on 
behalf of others since we are the temple of the Holy 
Spirit; 


"0 export therefore, first of all, that petitions, prayers, 
intercessions, andyivinys of than C$, Coe made for aCC 
men:... dor this isyoodand acceptable in thesiyhtof 
Qodour Savior y who desires a ffpeople to he savedand 
come to full{nowledye of the truth. "idimothy Z:i~4 


There were some individuals in the Bible who exhibited 
selflessness just for the sake of others. Moses, a great 
intercessor in the Bible never attained such a status 
without sacrificing the honour God wanted to give him; 


"Now therefore leave me alone, that my wrath may 
hum hot ayainst them, and that 0 may consume 
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them; and 9 wiff make of you a yreat nation." 
tfyodus^Z-iO 

No wonder God had the following testimony concerning 
him;“Now the man Moses was very humble, above all 
the men who were on the surface of the earth.” 
Numbers 12:3. It therefore stands to reason that, one 
cannot carry out his intercessory role if he is self- 
centred. True Biblical revival will elude us if we do not 
heed the call of God; 

lofty One who inhabits 
9 dweffin the hiyh and 
hofy pface, with him afso who is of a contrite and 

humhhe spirit, to revive the spirit of the humhfe, andto 

revive the heart of the contrite. " 9saiahy r J:iy 

With what has been spelt out with regards to self¬ 
centredness (absence of sacrificial living), it cannot be 
said that we are living by the faith of the son of God, if 
we live for ourselves. The faith of the son of God is 
humility and not selfishness which is pride. 


"dor thus says the hiyh and , 
eternity, whose name is Tdofy: 
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CHAPTER FIVE 

TURNING STONE INTO BREAD 


This chapter is to reveal the old tricks of Satan, which 
he uses in deceiving a lot of genuine children of God. It 
sometimes comes in the form of; 

• “If you are a son of God, why is this or that not 
happening in your life?” 

• “If you are a son of the God who possesses all 
things (the creator of silver and gold), why are you 
poor?” 

These among others are the questions Satan posses to 
so many believers and professing ones alike in this 
end-time. Let us however be reminded that, after Jesus 
Christ the Son of God had finished His fast, Satan came 
to tempt Him with His need at the time. 

There are times in our life when Satan capitalises on 
our perceived needs to tempt us. God is all-knowing 
and so knows our very need at every point in time. He 
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does things according to His time which is neither late 
nor early, but always on time. Sometimes Satan comes 
in a rush to bombard our minds with so many questions 
in a bid to sow doubt and to discredit God, supposing 
God is not touched by the way we feel and what we 
pass through in life. Brethren, let us not pay heed to 
Satan's voice by losing faith in God's promise of always 
being with us, through thick and thin even unto the end 
of life; 


"Teaching them to observe ad things that 0 
commanded you. 'Eehohd, 0 am with you always, 
'Even to the endif the aye. " Amen." "Matthew zS: 20 


Please learn that, there is nothing impossible for our 
God. If after serving Him in spirit and in truth, He 
decides for the time being to withhold some things from 
us, then let us bear in mind that, He in His own wisdom 
and knowledge has His reasons. Scripture even 
admonishes us to be patient (endure) after we have 
done His will; 
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“Toryou needendurance so that, having done the wiff 
ofQodyou may receive the promise" Odehrews iO.36 

This even presupposes that there is a gap between 
obedience to the will of God and the receiving of His 
promises. It is however unfortunate to note that many 
who are claiming the promises of God have not even 
lived in total obedience to God, not to even talk of 
waiting for His promises. As such they behave like the 
prodigal son. 

Jesus, after His forty days fast, was driven into the 
wilderness to be tempted of the devil; 


“for forty days, heiny temptedhy the devih. Ode ate 
nothiny in those days. Afterward, when they were 
comp feted, he was hunyry. The devdsaid to him, "Of 
you are the Son of Cjod, command this stone to 
become bread"Tube 4;2.~3 


You will realise from the above scripture, He was driven 
into the wilderness to be tempted of the devil. God does 
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not tempt man, but allows temptation to come our way 
in order for us to be promoted. Could it be that so many 
these days have failed this all important test of, “if you 
are the son of God turn this stone into bread”?ln our 
case it will be rendered as, “if you are a son of God, turn 
this stone into bread”. Satan decided to capitalise on 
the need at that hour in Christ's life to tempt Him. Our 
saviour who knew the word (humanly speaking), was 
able to overcome Satan's craftiness. In this era, many 
have fallen prey to this diabolical question of the evil 
one. In our times of need, sometimes Satan knocks at 
the door of our hearts and says, “if you are a son of 
God, why are you still suffering?”, and immediately 
follows it up with a lot of scriptures to help us come out 
of the situation though it may be the will of God for us to 
pass through it (the trial of our faith). 

Then, let us beware we do not manipulate scriptures 
just for the need of the hour. It could be, our faith is 
being tried. Please take note, manipulating scriptures 
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to suit and claim things to satisfy our carnal desires may 
not necessarily be the exhibition of true faith, but a 
mere manifestation of the corrupt tendencies of our 
hearts. Even Gideon was one time in his life tempted to 
ask; 


" Oh, my ford, ifyahweh is with us, why then has aff 
this happenedto us? and where are affhis wondrous 
worhs’ which our fathers tofdus of, sayiny, <Didnot 
yahweh hriny us up from 2 yypt? hut now yahweh 
has cast us off, and de fivered us into the hand of 
Jdidian."%dyes 6:12-1$ 


Let us know clearly that, true faith is the assurance we 
have in God's word concerning all He Has promised 
according to His will for us, as we commit all our cares 
unto Him. True faith of course has patience and love 
attached to it. 

There are times the children of God claim the promises 
of God out of context. Also, some who are not the 
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legitimate children of God may ask and be given their 
request as in the case of the woman and her 
demonized daughter; 


"...Hut fie answered, "Otis not appropriate to take tfe 
cfifdren's freadandtfrow it to tfe doys. "Hut sfe 
said, "yes, Hard, fut even tfe doys eat tfe crumfs 
wficf faff from tfeir masters' taffe."Tfen Oesus 
answered fer, "'Woman, yreat is your fait ft He it 
done to you even as you desire. "Andferdauyfterwas 
feafedfrom tfat four." Jvtattfewiy:ZZ~zS 


Please note from the above scenario that, it was not the 
woman's standing with God which qualified her for the 
miracle, but her faith. We can therefore pick a cue from 
this, that a man's faith may aid him to get some 
wondrous things done on his behalf though he may not 
have a right standing with God. As mentioned earlier, 
the children of God could also ask God out of context 
(thus, claiming the promises of God out of due season). 
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God may grant such a request, but it will not lead to our 
ultimate good; 


"He said, "A certain man hadtwo sons. Theyounyer 
ofthemsaidto his father, 'Tather,yive me my share of 
your property.' He divided his fivefihood between 
them. Hot many days after, theyounyersonyathered 
aff of this toy ether and traveled into a far country. 
There he wasted hisproperty with riotous liviny... He 
saidto him, 'Son,you are always with me, andallthat 
is mine is yours." flu he iydi- 1 $, ij~ iS, 24,51 


From the parable of the prodigal son, you realize the 
youngest demanded for his portion, of which his father 
granted. There was certainly going to be an appropriate 
time when the father would have released His 
possessions to them. The fact that they were in their 
father's estate (kingdom) meant they possessed what 
their father owned. You may be a child of God and be 
truly rich before God, but men will not see it. There is 
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surely coming a day for your glorification and you need 
to patiently wait for it after you have done His will. It is 
rather unfortunate that most professing believers do not 
want to look like our saviour Jesus at all by possessing 
His spirit (way and manner of life). When the youngest 
son received his portion of inheritance before the due 
season, it was evident what he used it for and the 
damage it caused his life. It was only the grace of God 
which located him and brought him back home. He 
would have been better off if he had quietly remained in 
his father's estate and lived on the daily provisions he 
received. 

Some people's relationship with God would have been 
better off if they only remained in the kingdom and 
shared what they had with fellow brethren and 
servants. What normally draws people away from His 
presence are the material things they claim by faith to 
flaunt about to prove they are the children of God. 
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Why are so many people's faith only used in claiming 
material things? These fall into the category of the lust 
of the flesh, the lust of the eyes and the pride of life 
which is the manifestation of the spirit of the world. One 
may be operating by the spirit of the world without really 
knowing. Paul makes us understand in his letter to the 
believers at Corinth that, there is the possibility of an 
individual receiving the spirit of the world and not the 
Spirit of Christ. 

"'But we received, not the spirit of the world, hut the 
Spirit which is from Cjod,... "i Corinthians 2jiZ 

"IDon 'time the world, neither the things that are in the 
world Of any one loves the world, the "father's love isn't 
in him... "The worldis passing away with its lusts, hut he 
who does Qod'swillremains forever, "i Oohn Z:i^~if 

All of us in one way or the other use this world's goods, 
but the pursuance of this world's goods with love (for 
whatever we love is always on top of our priority list) is 
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what God frowns upon. We as children of God should 
never make worldly riches our main goal in life under 
the pretence of getting rich to support the gospel. That 
is not to say that we don't need money to carry out the 
‘gospel assignment’. It is the blessing of God which 
makes us rich without sorrow. We should not desire to 
be rich at all cost, by causing many to sorrow through 
cheating and other diabolic means. In the end we will 
only be piercing our own selves with many sorrows; 


" r Tor the hove of money is a root ofaff finds of evif. 
Some have been fed astray from the faith in their 
yreed, and have pierced themsefves throuyh with 
many sorrows ."/ Timothy 6:10 


It is the desire of God that the work of our hands 
prospers: “Beloved, I pray that you may prosper in all 
things and be healthy, even as your soul prospers”3 
John 2. We are to work in order to get substance to help 
others and ourselves; “and that you make it your 
ambition to lead a quiet life, and to do your own 
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business, and to work with your own hands, even as we 
charged you; that you may walk properly toward those 
who are outside, and may have need of nothing.” 1 
Thessalonians 4:11-12, not because we want to be 
rich. 

If we truly trust and have faith in God with regards to His 
ability to supply our needs, then why do we have to 
store against the years ahead. It is evident we are living 
in insecurity no matter the coat of wisdom we put on it. 
May the good Lord help all of us to live by the faith of the 
son of God. There are so many definitions and types of 
faith men have talked about as enshrined in the 
scriptures. I am however dwelling on the faith the son of 
God had. Paul also had this faith; 

"0 have been crucifiedwith Christ, andHis no honker 0 
that hive, hut Christ hiving in me. That fife which 0 now 
hive in the fhesh, 0 hive hu faith in the Son ofCrod, who 
hoved me, and gave himsehf up for me. " 

Qahatians Z:ZO 
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At this point it is important for us to recognize that, the 
same kind of faith Christ had which manifested in His 
lifestyle is the same Paul and our fathers possessed. 
Let us look at the faith of some of them in the scriptures; 


"Ey faith, fthef offered to Cjod a more e/ceffent 

sacrifice than Cain, through which he hadtestimony 
yiven to him that he wasriyhteous, Cjodtestifying with 
respect to hisyifs; andthrough it he, heiny dead, stiff 
speaks."'T-fehrews ii 4 


Abel's faith caused him to offer a more excellent 
sacrifice than Cain. Let us frankly ask ourselves, has 
the faith we claim to have helped us in offering excellent 
sacrifices to God or helped us in living right with God? 


"Ey faith, 'Enoch was taken away, so that he woufdn't 
see death, and he was not found, because Cjod 
transfated him. dor he has had testimony yiven to 
him that before his transfation he had been weff 

pfeasiny to God " ’Hebrews //;j? 
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Has our faith caused us to do the things which are 
pleasing in the sight of God and not a mere show before 
men to gain their approval? 

"'Without faith it is impossible to he wellfr leasing to 

him, for he who comes to Cjodmust loefieve that he 
e/ists, andthat he is a rewarder of those whoseefhim ." 
Hebrews H: 6 

What is your attitude toward serving God? Are you 
among the group who serve God anyhow? Does your 
faith really propel you to serve God with all diligence? 
These are issues we need to take a deep reflection on. 

'Ey faith, Noah, 

seen, movedwith godly fear, preparedan arh for the 

saving of his house, through which he condemnedthe 
world, and became heir of the righteousness which is 
according to faith ." Hebrews iii'J 

Has your faith caused you to fear God and to obey the 
great commission? Do you feel compassion for the lost 


heiny warnedabout things not net 
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seeing the impending doom of their souls in hell fire if 
they fail to repent? 

“Ey faith, Abraham, when he was called, obeyedto 
yo out to the place which he was to receive for an 
inheritance. He went out, not knowing where he went. 

'Ey faith, he livedas an alien in the landof promise, as 
in a landnot his own, dwelling in tents, with Osaacand 
Jacob, the heirs with him of the same promise. Hr he 
loafedfor the city which has the foundations, whose 
builderandmaferis Cjod..."Hebrews 1i:S~10,1J 

Do you always want to know the outcome of things 
when God is leading you before you obey His voice? 
Are you living as a pilgrim on this earth in spite of the 
riches God has given you? Doesn't your empire 
suggest to unbelievers that you are not yet prepared to 
leave this earth? 

"Ey faith, even Sarah herself received power to 
conceive, andshe bore a childwhen she was past aye, 
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since she counted him faithful who hadpromised." 
1dehrewsii:ii 

Do you believe the voice of God that you can witness 
while you feel incompetent to do so and in spite of your 
human frailty you can be holy without blame? 

faith, "Moses, when he hadjrown up, refusedto 
he called the son of IPharaoh's daughter," 
1dehrewsii:Z4 

Has your faith generated enough love for Christ in you 
to the point where you count all things which were gain 
to you but loss? “However, what things were gain to me, 
these have I counted loss for Christ.” Philippians 3:7. 
Are you prepared to suffer affliction for the sake of 
Christ as well as suffer shame for Him? It is interesting 
to know most faith professing believers and preachers 
make it plain, they cannot suffer for the sake of being 
Christians even in the face of the above scripture and 
the following; 
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"yes, andad who desire to five yodly in Christ Jesus 
willsuffer persecution. "z Timothy$:<Z 

It is therefore not a wonder that most people are not 
living godly in Christ Jesus. If they live godly, then the 
above scriptures will apply to them. 

"Who, through faith subduedbjnydoms, workedout 
righteousness, obtainedpromises, stoppedthe mouths 
offions, "'Hebrews ii:yy 

Has your faith empowered you to take territories for 
Christ? Has it caused you to shine forth as light in these 
dark times to expose evil by way of righteous living and 
continual dedication to the cause of God like Daniel? 


"Women received their dead by resurrection. Others 
were tortured, not acceptiny their deliverance, that 
they miyht obtain a better resurrection . Others were 
tried by mochjny andscouryiny, yes, moreover by 
bonds and imprisonment. They were stoned. They 
were sawn apart. They were tempted. They were slain 
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with the sword. They went aroundin sheep shins and 
inyoatshjns; heincj destitute, affficted, ihf~treated[of 
whom the worfd was not worthy], wanderiny in 
deserts, mountains, caves, and the hofes of the earth. 
These ad, haviny had testimony yiven to them 
throuyh their faith, didn't receive the promise, Cjod 
haviny providedsome better thiny concerniny us, so 
that apart from us they shouhdnot he made perfect." 
7-tehrews ii:$y ~40 


Has your faith fortified you enough to the level that you 
cannot deny Christ in the full glaring face of adversity 
and persecution? You see, for all that these people 
suffered for God, they did not immediately receive the 
promise of God (the Holy Spirit), even declaring plainly 
by way of life and professing they were only pilgrims on 
this earth; 

"These ad died in faith, not haviny received the 

promises, hut having seen them andembracedthem 
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from afar, and having confessed that they were 

strangers andpifyrims on the earth. 'Tor those who 

sag such things make it clear that then are seeking a 

country of their own. Of indeedthey hadbeen thinking 

of tfiat country from which they went out, then wou(d 

fiave hadwoue/h time to return. Hut now they desire a 

fetter country, tfiat is, a heaven fy one. Therefore God 

is not ashamedof them, to fe caffedtheir God, for fe 

has prepared 3 city for them. " 7-fehrews 


To reveal our concept of faith, you will realise as 
enumerated in some statements earlier that, most of 
the requests made by 'faith professing' believers are 
mostly material in nature or for selfish reasons. God, 
according to His word, always made it plain we should 
ask of things which were of eternal value (we are 
however left with the choice of material things, which in 
most cases He rather adds to us according to our 
need). 
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Most of the time the Lord does not want us to focus on 
the material to the detriment of the Spirit (though He 
knows we need some material provisions for 
sustenance as human beings). To help us remain 
focused therefore, He advices us to seek the kingdom 
first. In principle "... the Kingdom of God is not eating 
and drinking, but righteousness, peace, and joy in the 
Holy Spirit.” Romans 14:17. In addition, we are to seek 
its righteousness, and the material things we need will 
be added to us. He makes it emphatic that, it is only 
unbelievers who pursue these material things to the 
neglect of the spirit; 

"dor the Q entiles seefafter all these things, for your 
heavenly 'Father knows that you need all these 
thinys. "Jdatthew6:^Z 

Consequently, in asking from God, we have to be sure 
it is in line with His will. A question will however arise 
as to what principally is the will of God? The Lord 
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makes it plain that, when we ask according to His will, 
He will hear and answer us by granting our request; 


"This is the boldness which we have towardhim, that, 
if we as kany thing according to his wiff, he listens to us. 
Andif we know that he listens to us, whatever we ask 
we know that we have the petitions which we have 
askedof him. Of anyone sees his brother sinning a sin 
not leading to death, he shallask andGjodwillgive 
him life for those who sin not leading to death. There is 
a sin leading to death. 0 don 'tsay thatheshouldmake 
'oyest concerning this."l0ohny:l4~l6 


are . 


Note from the above verses that, if we ask anything 
according to His will He hears. Immediately after the 
verse 14 and 15, He quickly teaches us what to ask in 
the verse 16 which is spiritual. The will of God for that 
matter is, He does not want men to perish, but that all 
men if possible come to the knowledge of the truth. In 
effect whatever we ask in faith which will in one way or 
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the other lead to the salvation of souls, will be honoured 
by God. This understanding will be in direct agreement 
with Matthew 6:33. 

How often do some men ask for the infilling of the Holy 
Spirit and the general outpouring of the Holy Spirit for 
revival? It is true that in the first place they are destitute 
of true faith. True faith comes out of Holy Spirit filled 
vessels and these vessels in turn ask for the outpouring 
of the Spirit for revival. 

When this is born out of faith, true revival will come unto 
us. May the Lord grant us true faith to ask for the need 
of the hour. 

Even the model prayer given to the disciples by Christ 
reveals the truth that, spiritual matters are of uttermost 
importance; 


"Ftesaidtothem, "'HJhenyou hray, say, 'Our'Father 
in heaven, may your name he hfipt holy. 'May your 
%inydom come. May your withhe done on 'Earth, as 
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it is in heaven. (five us day by day our daily bread 
doryive us our sins, for we oursefves afso foryive 
everyone who is indebted to us. liriny us not into 
temptation, hut defiver us from the evif one." 
dufe ii:Z~ 4 


The only thing material which we were to ask in prayer 
is our daily bread. Whether it is fresh rhema or physical 
food, we are to ask for each day's provision. Let us bear 
in mind that this petition is to meet a basic need of 
survival. These are therefore guidelines to aid us know 
how to tailor our prayers. This greatly influenced the 
prayer life of the early disciples. 

There are times we receive certain provisions from God 
though we have not petitioned Him concerning them. 
He does this to surprise us as a loving father. If He 
therefore withholds something from us, it is certainly for 
our good and we must take it as such; 
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work, together forgood 
to them that hove Cjod, to them who are the caffed 
according to his purpose." 'Romans S:ZS 

In effect, when asking according to His will, which is to 
see all mankind saved, we are to pay heed to Psalm 
2 : 8 ; 

"Ask of me, and 0 wiff cjive the nations for your 
inheritance, the uttermost parts of the earth for your 
possession." 

In the light of the above scripture, why use our faith to 
claim unnecessary things and to manipulate the word 
of God to suit our unwarranted wants? We can however 
exercise our faith to the saving of the souls of mankind 
which is of uttermost importance. Asking for the 
constituted means to this great end is also in the will of 
God. This was the reason for the manifestation of the 
son of God whose faith we claim to have. If we claim to 
have the same faith and Spirit of the son of God, then 


"And i we know thataffthinys 
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let us not be deceived by Satan to manipulate the word 
of God for our selfish advantage. Paul said; 



Though Christ did not turn stone into bread in the face 
of hunger and temptation, yet He did not die. No matter 
the need, be it emotional or physical, God is not to an 
extent going to allow us to die in it. If He chooses 
otherwise, glory be to His name. Please, let us not turn 
stone into bread. 
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ARE YOU REIGNING WITH CHRIST? 


How unfortunate many are deceiving themselves that 
they are reigning with Christ. They often quote the 
following scripture to support their claim; 

"and raised us up with him, and made us to sit with 
him in the heavenly places in Christ Jesus," 
Ephesians zT 

Why claim this scripture when your life is in rebellion 
against the one you claim to be seated with. A look 
around at most of the people who profess this scripture 
reveals they have not yet contacted the King of kings 
and the Lord of lords. When we revisit the scriptures, 
we will see the picture of who is really in touch with 
Christ. God had to use Jeremiah to call back the people 
of Israel from their backslidden state; 


"'Thus says yahweh, Stand you in the ways and see, 
andash. for the ohdpaths, where is theyoodway; and 
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wafftherein, andyoushadhndrest foryour souls: hut 
they said, JVe wi(( not wa(f [therein]." 
Jeremiah 6:l6 

Against the back drop of the above scripture, we are (as 
a matter of urgency) revisiting the Christianity of our 
fathers to ascertain whether what they had is the same 
as ours. If we find out ours is just a profession, then 
repentance will be greatly needed in this hour. We will 
first of all visit 1 John, which touches on the 
fundamentals of our faith. It is interesting to make out 
what the writer of 1 John states; 

“’This is the message which we have heardfrom him 
andannounce to you, that Gjodis (iyht, andin him is 
no darkness at a(( Of we say that we have fedowship 
with him andwahfin the darkness, we (ie, anddon't 
tedthe truth. 'But if we wahfin the (iyht, as he is in the 
(iyht, we have fedowship with one another, and the 
h(oodif Jesus Christ, his Son, deanses us from a ((sin." 
ijohmy-j 
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It is evident, God is light and in Him there is no 
darkness at all. If we claim to be children of light, then 
why walk in darkness? Remember we are being called 
out of darkness into light; 


”,,, that you may proclaim the excellence of him who 
catted you out ofdarfness into his marvelous (iyht:" 
lf J eterZy 


Therefore if we claim to be in the light and are still 
partaking in the unfruitful works of darkness, then we 
should not lie against the truth; 


"Ofwe say that we lave fellowship with him andwaif in 
the darkness, we lie, and:Ion 'ttettithe truth "lOohn 1:6 


The writer of 1 John brings to the fore that, even if we 
hate our brother, we are walking in darkness; 


",,, Hut he who hates his brother is in the darkness, 
andwaif’ in the darkness, anddoesn 't know where he 
is yoiny, because the darkness has blinded his eyes" 
lOohnZy-H 
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We are rather supposed to expose darkness as we 
introduce light into our environment; 

",,. < li)affas cfiifdren of ficj fit, for tfe fruit oft fie 
Spirit is in a ftgoodness andricjfteousness andtrutfi, 
proving w fat is wefffrfeasiny to tfe Hard. ’Have no 
feffowsfip witfi tfe unfruitfufworfs of darkness, fut 

ratfer even reprove them." HpfesiansJ:8~H 

Christ commanded that we should cause our light to 
shine in this dark world; 

",, .detijour ficjfitsfine fefore men..." JAattfew 

As did Paul to the Philippian church; “that you may 
become blameless and harmless, children of God 
without blemish in the midst of a crooked and perverse 
generation, among whom you are seen as lights in the 
world,” Philippians 2:15 

The question then is, can one claim to be reigning with 
Christ if his life is still lived in the dark? Why are there so 
many dark corners in our hearts? Why do we have a lot 
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of secrets which when revealed to the entire world we 
will feel ashamed of? The answer is obvious, hypocrisy 
has so much engulfed and griped many hearts at our 
places of worship. 

How I wish I knew certain truths in the word of God from 
the onset as a born again believer. I, as a person, never 
knew agape love (disinterested benevolence) is a 
direct command from our Lord which needs to be 
obeyed. Most at times we are taught we need to mature 
before we can manifest this kind of love. I am not 
suggesting we don't grow in love, but the motivation of 
our actions must be agape love. Agape love is a 
foundational teaching we all have to receive so we can 
live lives pleasing in the sight of God. This is the kind of 
love which Christ demonstrated towards us; 

“This is my commandment, tfiat you fove one 
anotfier, even as 0 nave fovedyou, greater fove fas no 
one tfan tfis, tfat someone fay down fis fife for fis 
friends."9ofniy:lZ-1$ 
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As such He wants us to also from the onset manifest it 
towards one another. The devil has deceived so many 
into believing that one cannot use his or her will to 
manifest this kind of love with the help of the indwelling 
presence of the Holy Spirit. Our fathers even taught 
that this kind of love is supposed to be automatic in a 
believer; 


""Euf concerning hrotherfy lwe,you have no needthat 
one write to you. T-oryou yoursefves are tauyht by 
Giodto fove one another , " iThessafonians 


ffeefoved, fet us fove one another, for fove is of Gjod; 
and everyone who foves is horn of Gjod, and knows 
Gjod. Gfe who doesn 'tfove doesn ’tfnow Gjod, for Gjods 
fove... liefoved, if Gjod foved us in this way, we afso 
ouyhtto fove one another, "i^ohn 4:J~S, H 


Therefore if one does not practice or have agape love 
as a motivation for his or her actions, then he is not a 
child of God. This is consistent with scripture; 
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"On this the children of Gjodare revealed, and the 
children of the devil Whoever doesn't do 
righteousness is not of (jod, neither is he who doesn't 
love his brother.... "l0ohn^:1O~H 

All who hitherto had been manifesting otherwise were 
actually sinning against God by loving conditionally. 
Please assess yourself right now whether the love you 
show towards your brethren is agape or not. Are you 
sure there are no strings attached to the favors you give 
people? Judge for yourself with the aid of the following 
scripture; 

"Hy this we fnow love, because he laid down his life for 
us. And we oucjht to lay down our lives for the 
brothers. Hut whoever has the world'syoods, and sees 
his brother in need, andcloses his heart of compassion 
ayainst him, how does the love of Qodremain in him ? 

Jdy little children, let's not love in wordonly, neither 
with the tonyue only, hut in deed and truth..." 
<0ohn$:<6~2< 
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The writer further went on to make us understand that, 
if we call ourselves children of God, then we ought to 
obey this commandment which to a true believer is not 
grievous. Does the command of God seem too 
grievous for you? Or do you obey them with gladness, 
knowing it is because of His love for you that He gave 
them to you?; 


""For tfis is tfe fove of Gjod, {fiat we feep fiis 
commandments. Ffis commandments are not 
j/rievous ."/ % fnj^ 


If we indeed claim to be Christians then we must 
progressively walk the same way Christ did when He 
was on earth; 


"Ffe wfosaijs fe remains in fim oucjftfimseffafso to 
waffjustfife fe waffed. "l%fn 2:6 

If we do not walk the same way He did, then we will be 
deceiving ourselves into thinking we are reigning with 
Him. It is written; 
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"Uo two walk, together, unless 
Amos*,# 


they have agreed?" 


Clearly, Christ will not reign with rebels or people who 
walk contrary to His word. If Christ is the Lord of our life, 
then our life will be in agreement with His. It is as simple 
as that; 


“do whom Qodwas pleasedto male fnown what are 
the riches of the ghory of this mystery among the 
Qentiles, which is Christ in you, the hope of glory;" 
Colossiansi/Zy 


There are so many believers and even preachers 
whose lives and messages do not conform to that of 
Christ, but yet they still claim they are reigning with Him. 
Wherever they got this assurance from, is not certain. I 
believe it is definitely not from the scriptures God gave 
us and thus they are only living in self-deception. At this 
point it will be very beneficial to personally go through 
some of the teachings of Christ just to refresh your 
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memory and check if what is being practiced by many 
Christians is in agreement with it. When you assess so 
many people by the teachings of Christ it will be clear 
they are majoring on the minors and minoring on the 
majors. 

Earlier I mentioned that there is no way it can be said 
we are reigning with Him when we are living against His 
will. It is important for us to recognize that, all Christ did 
was in line with the fathers will; 

., because 9 don't seebimy own wibb, but tbe wifbof 
my 'Father wbo sent me." John^i^O 

No wonder He was able to subdue the works of 
darkness having loved what the father delighted. This 
qualified Him to enter a realm from which He operated. 
Though He was on earth, He was operating heaven on 
earth upon obeying 2 Corinthians 10:6 (in principle); 

"and beiny in readiness to avenye abb disobedience, 
when your obedience wibbbe made fubb" 
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There are so many who claim to have dominion over 
the devil, implying they are reigning with Christ, 
whereas they cannot stop lusting, gossiping, 
backbiting, envying, being proud, etc. which are 
character traits influenced by comparatively lesser 
demons. How are they therefore reigning with all the 
spirit of the world already seated in their hearts? 
Simply, many are living in self-deception; 

"'But we received, not tfie spirit of the worfd, fut tfe 

Spirit wfiicfi is from Crod, tfat we misfit know tfie 


tfinjs tfat were 
1 Corintfians 2jiZ 



Before I continue, let me just touch on the claim of many 
that, they are descendants of Abraham and as such are 
legitimate heirs to his blessings. First of all let us look at 
the assertion by many that the blessings of Abraham 
are financial riches. 
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The blessing of Abraham which was to come to us the 
gentiles is this; 

"that the hlessiny of Ahra ham micjht come on tfie 
Qentifes through Christ r Jesus; that we might receive 
the promise of the Spirit through faith . " 

Cjahatians ^:14 


It is salvation through Christ which gives us access to 
receive the gifts and fruit of the Holy Spirit and all the 
grace of God. Financial riches are just a small fraction 
of it which has been blown beyond proportion by some 
men as constituting the blessings of Abraham; 


"constant friction of peophe of corrupt minds and 
destitute of the truth, who suppose thatgodliness is a 

means of jain. 'Withdraw murseff from such. " 

{ Timothy 


I stand to be corrected on this point, is there 
somewhere in the New Testament where Christ or the 
Apostles equated blessings solely with financial riches? 
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Most men of God in both the Old and New Testament 
were never pursuing financial gains nor enjoyed 
financial affluence. By this, I am not condemning 
financial blessings. 

These days so many people whose life never even 
match the men of old rather think it is a must they have 
to be financially endowed. They will often quote 3 John 
1 -3 to support their claim; 


"The ehder to Cjaius the behoved, whom 0 hove in truth, 
liehoved, 0 pray that you may prosper ir ahhthirty sand 
he heahthy, even asyoursouhprospers. Tor 0 rejoiced 
yreathy, when brothers came and testifiedaboutyour 

truth, even asyouwahhin truth. " 


But wait a minute, look at the man whose name is 
mentioned and the role he was playing in the life of the 
Apostles and disciples. Please judge for yourselves if 
any man of God will not wish what the writer of 1 John 
wished for Gaius. The prayer was specific because of 
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the faith of this disciple of Christ. We are to please God 
and rely on His supply as we work to His glory. There 
are so many men who go all length to be able to prove 
that a believer has to be financially endowed. They 
have to sometimes be economical with truth and thus 
fall into the temptation of profane Esau; 

"lest there he any se^mffy immoraf person, or 
profane person, fife Ttsm, who sohdhis hirthriyhtfor 
one meaf." 1-tehrews iZ:ih 

When you look at even the wealthy men of old, you 
realize they were first godly. The way they used their 
wealth tells you of the era in which they lived and as 
such they had no command to take the gospel to the 
ends of the world. For us who have this urgent 
command, it is almost impossible for a true disciple of 
Christ to live in unreasonable luxury in the name of 
proving he or she is blessed of God. This kind of 
behavior actually attracts the curse of God; 
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our 


""'ButQo/sai/to him, 'youfoofishone, toniyhty 
souf is require/ of you. The thinys which you have 
prepare/--whose wifftthey he?"’ Buffi 12:20 


The blessing of God goes beyond this way of viewing 
our call. Though Abraham who is the father of the 
faithful was wealthy, let us look at the way he lived his 
life; 


By faith, he five/as an afien in the fan/of promise, as 

in a fan/ not his own, Zwe/iny in tents,... " 

7 /ehrews ay-10, 15-16 

No wonder the faith of Christ and the Apostles was a 
common one. They all focused on the kingdom of God 
and not on earthly gains. We as pilgrims are therefore 
advised to do likewise as enshrined in Paul's letter to 
the church of Colossae; 


"Of thenyou were raise/together with Christ, seehfhe 

thinys that are above, where Christ is, seateZon the 

riyht hanZof GtoZSetyour min/on the fhinys that 
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are above, not on the things that are on the earth " 

Co(ossians$:l~Z 

This I believe should be one of the most important 
guiding scriptures for us Christian pilgrims on this earth. 
We do not need to allow our hearts to be misguided, but 
need to make the following, our prayer; 

'"May the Hard direct pi our hearts into the (ove of 
Grod, and into the patience of Christ. " 

Z Thessalonians 

As Christians we are called to be soldiers on this earth. 
And as soldiers we need not be entangled with civilian 
affairs; 

"No soldier on duty entangles himself in the affairs of 

life, that he man please him who enrolled him as a 

soldier."zTimZ 4 

We are in the world but not of the world as scriptures 
declare. If we therefore claim to be seated with Christ, 
what should then be our role if not to intercede for the 
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souls of men as He is doing? 

"OVho is he who condemns? Of is Christ who diedijes 
rather, who was raisedfrom the dead, who is at the 
riyht hand of Cjod, who afso makes intercession for 

us. "'RomansS .34 

In 1 Peter 2:9 we are called for this purpose as priest 
and therefore have to perform our duties as such. 
Jesus gave us the hint that our bodies are supposed to 
be used as instruments of prayer; 


"sayinytothem, "Otis written, 'Jdy house is a house of 
prayer, hut you have made it a 'den of robbers'!" 
JOufe icj;i±b 


Paul also reiterated this truth to us, to give ourselves to 
intercession as well as prayer;“l exhort therefore, first of 
all, that petitions, prayers, intercessions, and giving of 
thanks, be made for all men: ...who desires all people 
to be saved and come to full knowledge of the truth.” 
1 Timothy 2:1-4 
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"Tray without ceasincj. "iThessalonians^:1J 

Let us bear in mind the intercessory role which Christ is 
now playing, was not attained on a silver platter but was 
gotten through sacrifice and humility; 

"hut emptied himself, taljny the form of a servant, 
heinc/ made in the fineness of men. Andheincj foundin 
human form, he humhfedhimseff,... Therefore Crod 
afso hicjhfn exaltedhim, ...

Let us awake to the call to live by the faith of the son of 
God which our fathers had, if we are not yet operating 
by it.

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Please note that... 

The first Adam disobeyed God and because of his 
disobedience sin entered the human race, resulting in 
the spiritual death and separation of man from God; 
“Therefore, as sin entered into the world through one 
man, and death through sin; and so death passed to all 
men, because all sinned...So then as through one 
trespass, all men were condemned; even so through 
one act of righteousness, all men were justified to life.” 
Romans 5:12-13,18. 

The last Adam (Jesus Christ) obeyed God in order to 
take away sin from the human race; “But God 
commends His own love toward us, in that while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for us.” Romans 5:8. 

Your part of the arrangement is to receive the grace or 
free gift of God's salvation by faith (Romans 4:16-17). 
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You must understand that faith without works is dead, 
so God expects you to obey and receive this free (but 
costly) gift of salvation with your free will; “But as many 
as received him, to them he gave the right to become 
God's children, to those who believe in his name: who 
were born not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor of 
the will of man, but of God.” John 1:12-13. 

The most important decision you have to make now is 
to be born again (John3:1-8). Being bom again is to 
repent of your sins and to submit yourself to be 
baptized by immersion (and not by sprinkling) as well 
as receive the Holy Spirit; “Peter said to them, Repent, 
and be baptized, every one of you, in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the forgiveness of sins, and you will receive 
the gift of the Holy Spirit.” Acts 2:38. 

The grace of God is not a license for you to live in sin, 
but rather to receive strength to live in obedience to 
God's word (Titus 2:11-14). 
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You therefore have to (as a matter of necessity) live a 
holy life and walk as Christ did, and not live in 
hypocrisy; “However God's firm foundation stands, 
having this seal, "The Lord knows those who are His, 
and, " Let everyone who names the name of the Lord 
depart from unrighteousness. ”2 Timothy 2:19. 
“Everyone who has this hope set on Him purifies 
himself, even as He is pure. ” 1 John 3:3. 

If you walk in the light of the above scriptures and make 
2 Peter 1:2-10 your guiding principle, you will never live 
a defeated Christian life, thereby ensuring that you be 
found in Christ even at His glorious appearing. 

I caution that, you beware of people who preach 
Another Gospel, Another Jesus and Another Spirit as in 
line with 2 Corinthians 11:1-4.
